FEW PEOPLE “GET” ANYONE. 


I received a letter the other day from one of the readers of these 
Talks. 
He felt that no one ever “got” him— in other words, understood 
him. 
Well, he is in big company! 
A human being is hard to understand. 
There are so many modifications to us all. 
Our characteristics are a great 
deal the same, hut the great God put strange working hearts into us. 
Jesus lived for about forty years on this earth and went about doing 
good in the freest manner. 
Yet few understood Him. 
And finally a few 
put Him to death. 
In loneliness must we often search for understanding. 
But we must not brood. 
We must think—and accept—and in service 
render back to the world great good for its misunderstandings and misjudg­ 
ments. 
The eternal law of compensation is always at work! 
In nature there is little jealousy. 
The natural law works there pretty 
much in harmony. 
I passed by a tree the other evening, and in it were 
huddled hundreds of little birds.

ARTICLE NO. 6. 
In computing net income, a deduc­ 
tion for business expenses or a dis­ 
bursement or charge m ust have cer­ 
tain qualities in order to be allowed. 
It must relate to a trade, business, 
profession, or vocation “carried on” 
by the taxpayer in which he has in­ 
vested tim e and money for the pur­ 
pose of a livelihood 
or 
profit 
A 
single transaction or a series of iso­ 
lated transactions do not ordinarily 
constitute trade or business. A busi­ 
ness is being carried on by Its own­ 
er, even though all its activities may 
be conducted by employes. 
A taxpayer may carry on more 
than one business or trade if he de­ 
votes sufficient time and attention to 
each enterprise, and may claim as de 
ductions the business expenses 
of 
each. 
Mere investm ent of capital, 
however, is not sufficient 
to 
allow 
such claim. 
For example, a manu­ 
facturer buying stock in a mine or 
oil well who desires to visit the scene 
of operation may not claim as a de­ 
duction the cost of his journey. 
The deduction m ust be 
a 
“busi­ 
ness -expense” and not an “invest­ 
ment of capital.” Amounts expended 
for the erection of new buildings, 
installation of machinery, and the 
purchase of tools or im plem ents of 
perm anent value do not constitute 
business expenses, being merely a 
change in the form of capital and not 
a reduction of wealth. 
Expenditure 
for property which is used up in the 
course of the year may be deducted 
as a business expense. 
Salary Deductions. 
The law provides for the deduc­ 
tion as a business expense of “a ri-a 
sonable allowance 
for 
salaries 
or 
other 
compensation 
for 
personal, 
services actually rendered." 
Such; 
claims are subject to careful scrutiny! 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
and 
to 
be 
allowed m ust conform 
strictly 
to 
the 
wording 
of 
the 
statute. 
The test of deductibility is 
w hether the amounts paid are rea­ 
sonable, and w hether they 
are, 
in 
fact, purely for personal services. 
Reasonable compensation is held by 
the 
bureau 
to 
mean 
only 
such 
amounts as would ordinarily be paid 
for like services by like enterprises 
in like circum stances. 
Claims for deductions for salary 
payments are allowed only when the I 
compensation is “for services actual-1 
ly rendered,” and for no other con­ 
sideration. 
For example, 
should j 
stockholders of a corporation draw, 
salaries in amounts 
which 
bear a* 
close 
relationship to 
their 
stock j 
holdings, and if such paym ents are 
found to be in excess of a reasonable j 
allowance for services rendered, the 
excess would be regarded as a diH-i 
tribution of profits under the guise 
of salaries. 
Complete Return Required. 
Each year’s returns, both as to 
gross income and deductions there­ 
from, should be complete in itself, 
and taxpayers are expected and re­ 
quired to make every reasonable ef­ 
fort to ascertain the facts necessary 
to make a correct return. 
Expenses, 
liabilities, and deficits 
paid 
or 
in­ 
curred in 1919 or prior 
years 
for 
which no deductions were claimed in 
the return for those years can not 
be included 
in 
the 
1920 
return. 
Losses by theft or embezzlement sus­ 
tained in one year and discovered in 
another are deductable only for the 
year of their occurrence. 
If a tax­ 
payer discovers a loss sustained in 


a prior year. he 
may 
render 
an 
amended return for th at year and 
file a claim for refund of the excess 
tax paid by reason of his failure to 
deduct such loss in his original re­ 
turn. 
- Claim 
for 
deductions 
for "per­ 
sonal, family, or living expenses,” 
which are e. pressly disallowed by 
the revenue act, are not infrequent­ 
ly found in the returns. 
Such ex­ 
penses include rent paid for a home, 
wages of servants, cost of food and 
clothing for the family, education of 
children, cost of upkeep of automo­ 
bile used for pleasure or conveni­ 
ence, and all item : connected with 
the 
m aintenance, 
well-being, 
and 
pleasure of the taxpayer and 
his 
family.

BIRD SHOOTING LAW 
BOOSTS FOOD SUPPLY 


WASHINGTON, D. C , Jan. 15 — 
The passage of the migratory-bird 
treaty act, it is estimated, has re­ 
sulted in a total return, in actual food 
value to the hunters of the United 
States, of more 
than 
$20,000,000. 
State officials have notified the bi­ 
ological survey of the United States 
Department of Agriculture that in' 
Minnesota alone hunters report 2,- 
058,400 ducks killed In 1919. As each 
of these birds may be considered to 
have a food value of at least 75 cents, 
the total return from them In food 
to this one State was about $1,500,- 
000. If It had been possible to sell 
these birds, they would have brought 
twice that amount. The great value 
of game to the country is thus made 
evident. 
In addition to the food value»of the 
game thus assured by continued pro­ 
tection, the restrictions on shooting 
made by the law tend to perpetuate 
hunting as a sport. This has a re­ 
creational value 
through 
outdoor 
pursuit in building up the physical 
health and strength of the more than 
7,000,000 
hunters 
in 
the 
United 
States who go out with the guns 
every fall.

starving people. 
The cost of living for a fam ily of 
four, as w orked out in a careful e sti­ 
m ate, show s 5,000 kronen as th e re ­ 
quirem ent for one m onth. T his would 
m ean from $8 to $10, according to 
the p resen t value of the kronen. 
The incom e of m ost fam ilies is 
under 3000 kronen per 
m onth, 
so 
th at it only half m eets the cost of ex­ 
penses for food and lodging, m uch 
less buying clothing. 
T he deat h ra te of 15.4 p er thousand 
is the h ig h est for any city in Europe, 
while the b irth ra te for the sam e 
period was 12.7 per thousand, so th a t 
the d eath s are m ore num erous than 
births. 
Government Aid Fails 
On D ecem ber 1st, the governm ent 
tried a last desp erate venture to feed 
the people. A huge system of food 
distribution w as inaugurated, subsi­ 
dized w ith a governm ent co n trib u ­ 
tion of $1,500,000,000 kronen m onthly. 
But the system failed m iserably, be­ 
cause even 
w ith th is 
governm ent 
help, prices are too high for the peo­ 
ple. One pound of lard sells for IOO 
kronen; six pounds of rice now sells 
for 200 kronen, w hile in the 
old 
days th e sam e am ount of rice b rought 
one kronen. 
T hese figures explain why fifteen 
out of every hundred babies die soon 
afte r b irth .

automobiles are speeding the United 
States mails than ever before, ac­ 
cording to 
the 
annual report 
of 
Postmaster Burleson for 1920. 
More than 50 per cent of the ve­ 
hicles in the postal service are au 
tomobiles. 
Government-owned motor vehicle 
service has been established in 163 
cities. 
Eight 
hundred and ninety-three 
rural routes are using cars or trucks. 
“The growing use of the automo­ 
bile,” says the Burleson report, “for 
commercial purposes has made its 
impression on the handling of t be 
mail in vehicles. 
Auto Type Cars Preferred 
“Considerably more than 50 per 
cent of the aggregate number of ve­ 
hicles employed in the postal service 
are of the auto type, and the appar­ 
ent tendency is toward the complete 
absorption of the service by mechan­ 
ically driven equipment 
“The efficiency of the government 
owned 
motor-vehiele 
service 
was 
demonstrated during the past winter 
and spring when unusaul conditions 
developed in a number of the larger 
cities as the result of severe storms. 
strikes of express and railroad em­ 
ployes, and the action of express 
companies in placing embargoes on 
the acceptance of packages under a 
certain weight.” 
Bad Roads an Obstruction 
Bad roads are one reason why the 
rural routes have not been more fully 
motorized, though 
there 
are 
839 
using automobiles where the use of 
motor vehicles with reasonable regu­ 
larity throughout 
the 
year 
is as­ 
sured. 
One great addition to the equip­ 
ment of the department this year has 
been the receipt of 5500 trucks and 
1071 motorcycles from the war de­ 
partment. 
The trucks are being refitted for 
postal service and 1444 of them have 
already been put into actual service. 
“The introduction of motorcycles 
into the city delivery and collection 
service,” says the report, “more ex­

These were questions put to me 
by a sport fan, although he himself 
never took any active part in any 
particular line of sport. Doubtless 
there are many persons who have 
not the time nor the inclination to 
make a study of sports, who have 
asked themselves the same question. 
To those of us who have made it 
a business of years to follow all lines 
of sport and intimately to study and 
keep track of them, I do not think 
the questions present any problem 
difficult of answering. 
The seconds clipped off of running 
and swimming 
distances 
and the 
yardage gained on the jumps, weight 
throws and other similar events are 
not duo to any superiority of flesh, 
bone, blood and sinew of the pres­ 
ent day, but rather to the “mechani­ 
cal” improvements which gradually 
have been evolved with the years. 
Modern Methods Help 
In the first place, we know a whole 
lot more 
about building 
a cinder 
track than we did thirty years ago. 
When a new stadium has been built 
by a university in which to hold its 
athletic games, one of the first ques­ 
tions asked it. “Is the track a ‘fast’ 
one?” Scientific rules are applied to 
the building of a track today in the 
selection of the various materials 
which go to make up the various 
layers which compose i t It is given 
just so much “stiffness” or “spring,” 
all of which is applied with a view 
to giving the greatest speed. 
The mechanical side of the imple­ 
ments used constantly is improving. 
! New and better kinds of handles are 
I improvised for weights. New woods 
; which combine strength with light- 
I ness have been tried out through the 
I years so that it will help the pole 
vaulter to gain more height 
A good instance of this Is fur­ 
nished in the game of golf. 
With 
the wonderful growth of this game, 
hundreds of persons, a great part of 
whom do not play the game, con­ 
stantly are striving to invent certain 
t wists and angles to clubs heads, or 
new grips to club bandies which will 
enhance the ability of the player. 
Anything to keep from slicing or 
pulling when a stroke is made. 
Improvement or Devices 
Woods, leather, steel, pyralin, all 
sorts 
of 
fibres, 
brass, aluminum, 
ivory and its substitutes, together 
with the materials in the tracks and 
take-offs are the things which have 
been aiding flesh and bone in achiev­ 
ing some of the results of today. 
In the case of the swimmer, new 
strokes which were unheard of a 
generation or so have been evolved 
and constantly are being improved 
on. 
Tens of thousands of dollars are 
being expended for expert instruc­ 
tion. Trainers and coaches who have 
nothing else to do but make a life 
study of sports are placed in charge 
of teams of all kinds.

JAPS GET PRISON 
FOR STEALING MAPS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 — Among 
the 140 vessels under construction 
for the navy are four types new to 
the American battle fleet, hut long 
In use by the other principal marl 
time powers. 
They are the battle 
cruiser, of which six are being built; 
the scout or light cruiser, th e -a ir­ 
plane carrier and the fleet subm a­ 
rine. 
The battle cruisers will be of great 
speed, little armor, long cruising ra­ 
dius and strong offensive arm ament, 
the ships being designed prim arily 
for ranging work ahead of the main 
body and for action at long range 
against vessels of their own class. 
They are to have a speed of slightly 
more than 33 knots (about 40 miles) 
an hour and will carry eight 16-inch 
guns mounted two in a turret. 
The ten light cruisers also will 
function as scout cruisers. They will 
have a speed of 33.7 knots and will 
carry an exceptionally heavy arm a­ 
ment for vessels 
of 
their 
class, 
mounting twelve 6-inch guns. 
They 
are designed to develop 90,000 horse­ 
power, half that of the battle cruis­ 
ers. 
Aircraft Carriers 
One of the most interesting of the 
new types is the aircraft 
carrier 
Langeley, formerly the collier Jupi­ 
ter. 
The vessel is being built along 
the line of the General Board’s pol­ 
icy that aircraft carriers should be 
combatant vessels whose speed and 
other characteristics will perm it of 
their use with the fleet at sea. 
The 
Langeley will carry in the neighbor­ 
hood of fifteen planes of both the 
naval and m ilitary scouting types. 
The ship’s flying deck will consist of 
a huge platform, fifty-six feet above 
the waterline extending from bow to 
stern, a distance of about 525 feet, 
and with an amidships width of six- 
ty-fhre feet. 
The 
planes 
will be 
housed below on the hangar deck 
when not in use and will be carried 
to the flying deck in elevators. 
Cat­ 
apults will be provided on the flying 
deck to project the planes into the 
air and give them the necessary mo­ 
mentum for a start. 
A rresting de­ 
vices will he rigged 
o d the flying 
deck to permit of landing directly 
on the deck while the Langeley is 
under way. 
Immense cranes also 
will be installed to pick planes out 
of the water. 
To Hoist Out of Hold 
Beneath the flying deck other trav­ 
eling cranes will be provided to hoist 
aircraft out of the hold spaces and 
for carrying them to machine shops, 
assembling spaces and to the ele­ 
vators. 
Shop facilities for repairs 
will include a completely equipped 
machine shop, a wing repairing shop, 
molding spaces, a metal shop aud 
various storerooms. 
An ingenious method for providing 
smoke pipe without breaking 
the 
flying deck area is devised for the 
I^angeley. 
The ship will have two 
smoke funnels, one on each side, 
clear of the flying deck and inter­ 
connected so th at the smoke may 
always be discharged on the lee side 
and thus not interfere with the land­ 
ing or discharge of aircraft. 
Long Cruising Radius 
The 
fleet 
subm arines building 
number six. 
Six others authorized 
have not yet been contracted for. 
Their principal characteristics will 
be a long cruising radius, enabling 
them to accompany the fleet under 
practically all conditions, and new 
structural designs to make them as 
nearly as possible proof from depth 
charges 
The subm ersibles will be 
over 300 feet long with a displace­ 
ment of about 2000 tons. 
The pro­ 
pelling machinery for surface cruis­ 
ing will be two main Diesel engines 
aft. 
The other Diesels forward will 
drive electric generators which will 
provide current for the two main 
electric motors to propel the sub­ 
marines when submerged. 
The esti­ 
mated surface speed is twenty kuots 
and 
the 
submerged speed is ten 
knots. 
In addition to these new types. 
Secretary Daniels and the general 
board have recommended the con­ 
struction during the next three years 
of three other types heretofore un­ 
known in the United States navy. 
They are the destroyer leader, long- 
range cruising subm arines and mine 
laying subm arines sim ilar 
to

German U-117.
